6. The subject matter of the independent claim could either not be found or was not 
suggested in the prior art of record. The prior art does not disclose or render obvious 
the combination as claimed specifically including a controlled volume injection/aspiration 
device having a manually operated control rod slidably disposed in a parallel 
relationship with a slidably disposed plunger rack and piston along a body centerline of 
the syringe, the control rod having an injecting pawl that engages the plunger rack and 
moves the plunger rack in a stepwise forward direction upon movement of the control 
rod in a forward direction causing ejection of discrete doses of medication and 
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disengages said plunger rack upon movement of the control rod in said stepwise 
reverse direction, the movement of the control rod in a stepwise reverse direction 
aspirating discrete amounts of fluid in combination with the other elements of the claims.
